45 per cent production to date in 
September to finish out the year. 


In 1950 Mr. Radley's flock of 


Barred Plymouth Rock hens pro- 
duced 196 eggs each in 12'months. 
He was well satisfied with them. He 
is really proud though of the 1951 
flocks record. 


Mr. Radley is not Quitting the 


Barred Plymouth Rocks because of 
successful records, say Agent Ad- 
ams. He has 270 pullets Vk months 
of age that are now producing 12 
to 14 eggs each day .The cockerals 
marketed at 3.4 pounds each at 12 
weeks fully paid for the pullets now 
ready for the laying house. 


The Dudley eggs are produced 


for hatching purposes. He has a 
sure market of 72 cents per dozen 
from a local hatchery for all eggs 
up to standard. This high quality 
product plus high production gives 
him a net profit of six dollars or 
more per hen.
